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U.S. Cotton 
^Market Is in 
Critical Stage

WASHINGTON (AP)— The mar- 


ket for U.S. cotton continues to 
deteriorate with serious economic 
implications for the entire indus- 
try as well as for other segments 
j!>f the economy and agriculture. 


The outtlook is dark because of 


doubts Congress will be able to 
agree on farm legislation design 
ed to help cure what ails the one 
time king of the world export 
market—overpricing in relation to 
its competitors. 


A new measure of the serious- 


ness of the situation was given in 
an Agriculture Department report 


..//today! which made another reduc- 


tion in estimates of cotton to be 
sold in markets during the mar- 
keting year ending July 31. As a 
consequence 
surplus stocks 
in 


government hands will increase. 


All this means that cotton acre- 


age under a government control 
program will have to be held at 
lower levels for several years. 
Further, this means that land 
which normally would be' used to 


<• g'row cctton will beust'cl to pro- 


duce other crops, some of which 
themselves are in surplus supply. 


The cause of this all is the fact 


that U.S. colon is priced too high 
in relation to'synthetic fibers and 
to competitive cotton grown in 
other parts of the world. Coton's 
price is determined by an agri- 
culture department price support 
program. 


Last fall, the department prc 


'01 dieted that 13.6 million bales of 


cotton would be sold during the 
current marketing year. But as 
the season moved along the agen- 
cy began reducing its estimates. 
Cotton was not selling as readily 
as had been expected. 


By April, the department had 


reduced 
the sales estimate 
to 


around 12.3 million.bales,.,B$t-rin 
another report issued today, the 
figure* was cut to '11.8 /million:

The big loss is in the export 


market. Last season 5 million 
bales were sold abroad. In the 
.1959-60 season, exports had total- 
ed 7.2 million bales. Foreign sales 
this season had been forecast last 
fall at nearly 5 million bales. But 
that figure has been reduced to 
not "in excess of 3.5 million 
bales." Domestic usage is being 
forecast at !!.3 million bales, down 
700,000 from last season. 


Because of these market losses, 


the reserve and surplus of cotton 
had climbed to 11.1 million bales, 
an increase of 3.3 million bales 
this marketing year and the high- 
est since 1957. Tied up in govern- 
ment hands are 9 million bales 
costing about $1.4 billion. 


The loss of markets has led to 


v tightening of production controls 


and the smallest acreage this 
year since 1958. 
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Favors Missouri

other aid from the very lawyers 
whose cases he will have to de- 
cide."

Dewey, twice a Republican candi- 
date for president and a major 
figure in the nomination of for- 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. 


Dewey said in an interview that 


he considers Rockefeller the logi- 
cal nominee to oppose President 
Kennedy in the election next yar. 


Dewey was supported by, more 


than 2,700 Republicans as he wel- 
comed Rockefeller and his wife 
back from their honeymoon ancf 
wished them "long lives, great 
happiness and success for many 
years." 


Dewey extended those greetings 


to the Rockefellers at the annual 
$100a-plate 
fund-raising . dinner 


Thursday of the state GOP. 


Rockefeller is a potential candi- 


date for the Republican nomina 
tion for president next year."There 
has been exte'nsiyfjWjcuMlidh over 
wfetfiei*' rft'^^Bcimr rtmarnage 
has diminished his prospects of 
winning the nomination.

Then a barrage of shots came 


from the direction of a Negro 
apartment building. 


Art Richardson, 25, a photogra 


phcr for the High Point Enter- 
prise, was struck in the back. He 
collapsed into the arms of a dep- 
uty sheriff. 


Another shot struck Fred Link, 


24, of Lexington. Link died en 
route to a Winslon-Salem hospital. 
The bullet struck him in the head. 


Richardson, father of four chil- 


dren, was in "stable and satisfac- 
tory" condition. 


The crowd began dispersing aft-

the 
shootings, 
but police 


brought on fire hoses and scat- 
tered those remaining.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Lit- 


tle Rock School Board may be 
about to rnove into the third and 
final phase of its court-approved 
desegregation plan—integration of 
elementary schools. 


This was indicated when it was 


learned Thursday that school o£ 
ficials are about to send question- 
naires to parents of first-graders 
to be asking them if they prefer 
a particular school for their chil- 
dren. 


Such a procedure was followed 


when the board desegregated jun- 
ior high schools three years ago. 


Board President Everett Tuck- 


er Jr., would not confirm or deny 
that the board had decided to 
move into Phase III of the deseg- 
regation plan which originally call- 
ed for integration of elementary 
schools in the fall of 1963. 


Supt. Floyd W. Parsons said the 


board had not taken "definitive" 
action but that mailing the ques 
tionnaires would be a logical step 
if it hiid so decided. 


Parents have been asked to re- 


turn the questionnaires by June 
13, Parsons said. 


The board already has assigned 


102 Negro students to integrated 
senior and junior high schools foi 
next year.

Papacy Seems 
Closer Than 
Previously

*• ' VATICAN CITY (AP)-The man 


who succeeds Pope John XXIII 
will come to a papacy significant- 
ly changed during his reign. 


To many people. Catholics and 


non-Catholics alike, the papacy 
may seem closer now. 


The tradition that Popes seldom 


leave the Vatican has been broken. 
Hesitation to receive Protestant 
leaders has been overcome. 
VPope John brought the church 


to grips with the 20th Century. 


On Nov. 4, 1958, the day he was 


crowned, no one dreamed of the 
changes that were ahead. 


Then 76, the pontiff with the. 


heavy features was appraised by 
many as an interim Pope. There 
were predictions that the papacy 
would remain fairly static until 
the emergence of a strong, vigor- 
ous, younger Pope. 


V Pope John at once 
shatered 


that concept, and he continued to 
sweep away the pieces as his 
reign progressed. He brought the 
Pope out of the Vatican and1 the 
Roman Catholic Church out of the 
counter reformation carrying both 
dynamically into a difficult,, mod- 
ern world. 


The major works that marked 


Pope John as a great Pope were 


Wiis Ecumenical Council and his 


major encyclicals "Mater et Mag- 
istra" and "Pacem in Tern's." 


The qualities that endeared him 


as a person were his sweeping 
mental grasp of humanity as a 
single entity and his utter unprp- 
tentiousness. 


He once said that he hoped his 


"single and true title of honor" 
would always be: "He was a 
priest before God and before Ihe 


^people, a true and sincere friend 


of all the nations." 


The humble farmer's son had a 


difficult time at first adjusting to 
the papal or-imperial "We" when 
referring to himself in public ad 
dress. He would explain to an aide 
that it was awkward to think of 
oneself in the plural, and he often 
reverted to "I." 


"Don't interrupt me — I mean 


us," the Pope once joked.

The new Pope of 195!) wasled 


no lime. One of his first nets was 
to announce in January, 1959, that 
he would call an ecumenical—or 
general—council of all his bishops.

in 1869-70. 


Pope John explained that his coun

Ligoi 
Firms Liable, 
Court Rules 


TALLAHASSEE, 
Fla. 
(AP)— 


Under Florida law, cigarette man- 
ufacturers are responsible for any 
harmful effects of their products 
on the human body, the Stale Su- 
preme Court ruled Wednesday. 


The court, .said manufacturers 


were liable for damages whether 
or not by human skill and fore- 
sight, they were able to determine 
the long-range effect of use of 
their products. 


The opinion answered a request 


of the U.S. 5th Circuit Court of 
A[:r.cal.s- al New Orleans, L»i., for 
interpretation of the provisions of 
Florida law regarding the implied 
warranty of manufacturers and 
distributors. 


The appeals court granted a re- 


hearing of a suit by the late Ed- 
win Green of Miami against the 
American Tobacco Co., charging 
he 
contracted 
lung cancer 
b.v 


smoking Lucky Strike cigarettes 


The U. S. Disti ict Court in Mi- 


ami cleared the American Tobac- 
co Co. of responsibility and the 
appeals court upheld the decision. 


Green's widow, Mary, sought a 


rehearing, and the appeals court 
asked the State Supreme Court 
for the controlling provisions of 
Florida law for guidance in hear- 
ing Ihe second appeal. 


Justice E. Harris Drew wrole 


lhal Florida law imposed upon the 
American Tobacco Co. absolute 
liability for breach of implied 
warranty in Ihe clealh of Green, 
even though the company could 
not have known whether lung can- 
cer could result from .smoking its 
cigarettes. 


The court said it assumed from 


the jury verdict in the Green case 
lhat, although Iho company was 
cleared of responsibility. Green's 
fatal case of lung cancer 
was 


caused by smoking Lucky Slrike 
cigarettes.
